You can power the radio from either of these 
sources: 

• AC power with the supplied power cord 

• Battery power with four C batteries (not 
supplied) 


Built-In Automatic Frequency Control 
(AFC) — ensures drift-free FM reception. 

Earphone Jack — lets you listen to broad- 
casts privately. 


Using AC Power 

You can power your radio from standard AC 
power using the supplied AC power cord. 
Follow these steps to connect AC power.

1 . Open the battery compartment and pull 
out the AC power cord. 

2. Route the power cord through the slot 
on the battery compartment cover and 
replace the cover. 



3. Set AC/DC (next to the battery compart- 
ment) to AC. 
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4. Plug the radio’s power cord into a stan- 
dard AC outlet. 

Using Batteries 

Your AM/FM Portable Radio can use four C 
batteries for power. For the best performance 
and longest life, we recommend alkaline bat- 
teries, available at your local RadioShack 
store. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required 
size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, differ- 
ent types of batteries (standard, alkaline, 
or rechargeable), or rechargeable batter- 
ies of different capacities. 


When the sound becomes weak or distort- 
ed, or the radio stops operating properly, 
replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries prompt- 
ly and properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the ra- 
dio for a week or more, or if you plan to 
use only the supplied AC power cord, re- 
move the batteries. Batteries can leak 
chemicals that can destroy electronic 
parts. 


OPERATION 

1 . Turn VOLUME clockwise until it clicks 
to turn on the radio. 


Follow these steps to install batteries. 

1 . Remove the battery compartment cover 
by pushing on the cover’s two tabs and 
then pulling the cover in the direction of 
the arrows. 

2. Place the batteries in the compartment 
on top of the ribbon as indicated by the 
polarity symbols (-i- and -) marked in- 
side. 



3. Replace the cover. 

4. Set AC/DC (next to the battery compart- 
ment) to DC. 



2. Slide AM/FM BAND to the desired 
band. 



3. Rotate TUNING to select the desired 
station. 
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4. Adjust VOLUME and TONE LOW/ 

HIGH for comfortable listening. 



5. To turn off the radio, turn VOLUME 
counterclockwise toward OFF until it 
clicks. 

Note: The radio has a built-in AM antenna 
and a telescoping FM antenna. Rotate the 
radio for best AM reception. Extend the 
telescoping antenna to its full length for 
best FM reception. 


To protect your hearing, follow these guide- 
lines when you use headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting be- 
fore you begin listening. After you begin 
listening, adjust the volume to a comfort- 
able level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume 
levels. Extended high-volume listening 
can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not in- 
crease it. Over time, your ears adapt to 
the volume level, so a volume level that 
does not cause discomfort might still 
damage your hearing. 


USING AN EARPHONE 

To enjoy your radio in privacy, use the sup- 
plied earphone. Plug the supplied Vs-inch 
(3.5-mm) earphone into the radio’s EAR 
jack. This automatically disconnects the 
built-in speaker. 



Traffic Safety 

Do not wear headphones while operating a 
motor vehicle or riding a bicycle. This can 
cause a traffic hazard and is illegal in some 
areas. Even though some headphones are 
designed to let you hear outside sounds 
when listening at normal volume levels, they 
still present a traffic hazard. 


CARE 

To enjoy your AM/FM Portable Radio for a 
long time, keep the radio dry. If it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the ra- 
dio only in normal temperature environ- 
ments. Handle the radio gently and carefully. 
Don't drop it. Keep the radio away from dust 
and dirt. Wipe the radio with a damp cloth oc- 
casionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the radio's inter- 
nal components can cause a malfunction and 
invalidate its warranty. If your radio is not 
performing as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.
